WORKING  DRESS  FOR  FARMERS. 

Every  person  should  be  clad  in  a  dress  adapted  to  his  occupa- 
tion or  calling  ;  this  indicates  sound  judgment  and  good  (aste,and 
"enables  a  family  to  save  a  good  many  stray  dollars  in  the  course 
,of  a  year.  In  our  country,  but  little  attention  has  been  paid  to 
this  important  matter,  and  much  unnecessary  expense  is  annu- 
i  ally  incurred  for  want  of  adopting  a  cheap  and  simple  costume 
for  a  working  dress,  which  we  should  not  be  afraid  of  having  dir- 
tied or  injured  by  the  business  we  are  engaaed  in,  and  which  can 
be  quickly  put  on  or  off,  as  occasiou  may  require.  In  France, 
where  convenience  and  economy  has  been  studied  by  the  agri- 
culturist, there  is  a  particular  dress  worn,  which  contributes 
much  to  comfort,  and  has  a  very  neat  and  pleasing  appearance. 
It  much  resembles  what  is  called  the  "  hunting  shirt"  in  this 
country;  is  made  for  summer  wear,  of  unbleached  linen,  comes 
half  way  down  to  the  knees,  has  a  breast  pocket  on  each  side 
wrth  buttons,  and  an  open  slit  in  the  seam  on  each  side  opposite 
the  pantaloons  pockets,  to  give  ready  access  to  them  ;  the  collar 
fastens  with  a  hook  and  eye,  and  two  buttons  close  the  bosom 
slit.  Around  the  waist  is  a  belt  either  of  the  same  material,  or  of 
leather  buckled  in  front. 

This  dress,  which  in  France  is  called  '  Bleuse,'  is  cheap,  light, 
cool,  convenient,  tidy,  good  looking  and  tasty,  and  consequently 
every  way  adapted  to  the  every  day  business  of  the  farmer  and 
gardener,  and  ought  to  be  worn  by  men  and  boys  when  engaged 
in  their  daily  work,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  inappropriate  and  in- 
convenient dresses  with  which  many  are  attired. 


ORIGIN  OF  INVENTIONS. 

Electricity  was  discovered  by  a  person  observing  that  a  piece 
of  rubbed  glass,  or  some  similar  substance,  attracted  small  bits  of 
paper,  &c.  Galvanism  again  owes  its  origin  to  Madame  Galva- 
ni's  noticing  the  contraction  of  the  muscle  of  a  skinned  frog, 
which  was  accidentally  touched  by  a  person  at  the  moment  that 
the  professor,  her  husband,  was  taking  an  electric  spark  from  a 
machine.

The  telescope  we  owe  to  some  children  of  a 
spectacle-maker  placing  two  or  more  pair  of  spectacles  before 
each  other,  and  looking  through  them  at  a  distant  object.  The 
glimpse  thus  afforded  was  followed  up  bv  older  heads  !  The  ba- 
rometer originated  in  the  circumstance  of  a  pump,  which  had 
been  fixed  higher  than  usual  above  the  surface  of  a  well,  being 
found  not  to  draw  water.  A  sagacious  observer  hence  deduced 
the  pressure  of  the  atmosphere,  and  tried  quicksilver.  The  Ar- 
gand  lamp  was  invented  by  one  of  the  brothers  of  that  name  hav- 
ing remarked  that  a  tube  held  by  chance  over  a  candle  caused  it 
to  burn  up  with  a  bright  flame— an  effect  before  unattainable, 
though  earnestly  sought  after.  Without  the  argand  lamp,  light- 
houses (to  pass  over  minor  objects)  could  not  be  made  efficient, 
and  on  the  importance  of  these  it  is  needless  to  dwell.

GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

Military  Force,  Revenue  and  Population  of  different  Powers. 

Germany.— The  German  confederation  was  established  at  the 
peace  of  1814,  with  the  consent  of  France,  England,  and  the  Ho- 
ly Alliance.  It  is  composed  of  the  empire  of  Austria,  the  king- 
doms of  Prussia,  Bavaria,  Bohemia,  Hungary, Hanover,  and  Wir- 
lemberg;  ofthe^rand  duchies  of  Saxony,  Baden,  Electorate  of 
Hesse  and  other  principalities  ;  the  republics  of  Lubec,  Frank- 
fort, Bretnen,  and  Hamburgh.  This  may  be  considered  the  grand 
military  confederation  of  the  north  of  Europe,  which  extends  its 
power  over  the  Ltou  bardo-Venetian  States,  and  the  whole  of  Italy, 
under  the  yoke  of  Austria.  It  is  the  alliance  of  these  States  which 
is  the  f-reat  check  to  the  ambitious  views  and  despotism  of  Russia. 

The  Empire  of  Austria  may  be  considered  the  most  important. 
It  rs  composed  of  13  States,  viz  :  the  arch-duchy  of  Austria,  Sty- 
ria,  lllyria,  Tyrol,  Cohemia,  Moravia  and  Silesia,  Galhcia.  Hun- 
gary, Croatia,  Sclavonia,  Transylvania,  Dalmatia,  and  Lombar- 
db- Venetian  Italy.  It  comprises  900  towns,  2,137  burghs,  and 
77,956  villages.  Its  population  is  32  millions  of  inhabitants  :  army, 
271,404  m on  :  revenue,  440  millions  francs  ;  public  debt,  1  billion 
700  millions  francs. 

-Population,  4,070,000  inhabitants;  army,  35,800 
men;  revenue,  69,733,01)0  francs;  debt,  265,200,000  francs.

The  Kingdom  of  Prussia  is  the  second  military  power  includ- 
ed in  ihe  German  confederation,  and  keeps  the  equilibrium  of  the 
north.  Population,  12,468,000  inhabitants;  army,  199,452  men; 
revenue,  215  millions  ;   debt,  726,680,000  of  francs. 

Russia.— This  grand  military  empire,  situated  in  Europe  and 
Asia,  comprises  the  ninth  part  of  the  terrestial  globe,  and  the  28th 
part  of  the  whole  world.     Its  military  colonies  ou  the  banks  of 


the  Nimen,  Dnieper,  Bog,  Borys,  Ingoul.  Novomirgorod,  and  the 
south  alone  amount  to  75,000  men,  on  a  similar  plan  to  the  colo- 
nies of  Austria.  This  description  of  military  agricultural  force  ii 
annually  increasing,  and  threatens  sooner  or  latter  to  invade  Cir- 
cassia  and  Turkey,  which  will  eventually  form  a  province  of  this 
over-growing  emoire.  Although  so  extensive,  Russia  is  far  from 
being  so  populated  in  comparison  with  France  and  England,  and 
other  parts  of  Europe.  Its  inhabitants  or  hordes  are  scattered  in 
small  towns  or  desert  villages.  Its  army  and  bands  of  Cossacks 
or  irregular  cavalry  are  disseminated  all  over  the  empire  from 
north  to  south,  each  forming  a  sort  of  military  autocracy  of  them- 

aeaiyes,  or  an  independent  force  of  uobles  and  slaves,  over  which 
the  Czar  himself  has  alone  the  power  of  life  and  death;  but,  not- 
withstanding, he  is  entirely  under  their  will  or  influence.  This 
numerical  strength,  in  case  of  war,  would  be  concentrated  in  any 
particular  point,  but  with  the  greatest  difficulty,  as  the  strongest 
antipathy  exists  between  these  barbarous  hordes  and  those  of  an 
opposite  part  of  the  empire.  In  Austria,  Prussia,  and  other  pow- 
ers forming  the  German  confederation,  the  law  of  conscription, 
similar  to  that  of  France  (excepting  nobles,)  is  adopted  for  the  re- 
cruiting of  the  army  ;  but  in  Russia  every  peasant  or  serf  is  con- 
sidered as  the  property  of  the  noble,  and  can  be  called  upon  to 
serve  as  a  soldier  whenever  the  emperor  may  think  proper  of  com- 
manding him.  This  despotic  power  is  too  often  abused  by  the 
generals- in-chief,  who  show  more  partiality  towards  one  provinee 
or  government  than  another,  from  whence  arises  the  state  of  ha- 
tred and  revolt  which  exists  among  many  of  the  corps,  and  is  only 
l^ept  down  by  the  knout  or  violent  flogging,  and  other  severe  cor- 
poral punishment  al  the  mercy  of  their  officers,  all  of  whom  are 
nobles.  Population,  56,500,000  inhabitants  ;  army,  710,000  men 
(regular  troops ;)  revenue,  134  millions  ;  debt,  1,575,000,000  francs. 
France,  next  to  Russia,  may  be  considered  the  strongest  mili- 
tary power  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  its  army  well  organized, 
as  well  as  its  national  guards.  Since  the  revolution  of  1830,  many 
great  improvements  have  taken  place  in  its  composition,  and  the 
conquest  of  Algiers  and  Constantine  has  again  raised  that  military 
spirit  of  glory  which  distinguished  her  armies  under  Napoleon  le 

^Xr^rand.  As  yet  France  has  not  established  military  colonies  sim- 
ilar to  her  allies  of  Russia  and  Austria,  as  a  reward  to  her  brave 
veterans  ;  but  the  subject  is  under  the  special  consideration  of 
His  Majesty  and  the  Minister  of  War,  according  to  the  plan  pro- 
posed by  Marshal  Vallee,  the  Commander-in-chief  of  her  posses- 
sions in  Northern  Africa,  wliich  country,  once  the  retreat  of  pi- 
rates and  savage  Arabs,  will  shortly  become  civilized  by  France 
and  her  deserving  warriors.  France  is  divided  into  20  militarv 
divisions,  and  the  head-quarters  (Chefs-lieux)  of  which  aie,  via"- 
1st,  Paris;  2d,  Chalons-siur-Maine;  3d,  Metz ;  4th,  Tours:  5tfe, 
Strasburg;  6th,  Besancon ,  7th,  Lyons;  8th  Marseilles;  9th', 
Mootpelier;  10th  Bordeaux;  11th,  Toulouse;  12th, Nantes;  13th' 
Rennes;  14th,  Rouen;  15lh,  Bourges;  16th,  Lille;  17th,  Bastice; 
18lh,  Dijon,  19th,  Clermont  Ferrand,  and  20th,  Pirigucux.  It 
possesses  a  number  of  fortified  pi  ices,  which  are  justly  consider- 
ed among  ihe  strongest  of  Europe.  The  principal  ones  are,  Dun- 
kerque,  Bergueses,  Lille,  St.  Omer,  Arras.  Donai,  Cambrai,  Va-

Cbarienront,-MeZie*er,  Sedan, Tiiioiiville,  Mctz.Bilche,  Wessenv 
bour",  flatruenaa,  Strasburg,  Sheles'tadt,  Ncuf-Bnsach,  Belfard, 
Besancon,°Le  Fort  1'EcIuse,  Grenoble,  Briancon,  Perpignan, 
Bellegarde,  Mont-Louis,  St.  Jean,  Pied-de  Port,  and  Bayonne. 
The  military  ports  and  government  dock-yards  are  Brest,  Tou- 
lon, Kochefort.  Cherbourg,  and  L'Orient.  Corvettes  and  brigs  ot 
war  are  also  constructed  al  Bayonne,  Nantes,  and  St.  Servan-. 
The  array  is  raised  by  the  Jaw  of  conscription,  which  obliges  each 
canton  to"  furnish  annually  the  coniingent  of  voung  men,  of  the 
age  of  one-and-iwentv,  required  by  government,  which  number 
is  ballot! ed  for  by  the'ricb  proprietor's  son  as  well  as  that  of  the 
peasant ;  and.  once  exempted,  they  are  not  called  upon  to  drf&m 
again.  The  length  of  service  is  for  seven  years-,  al  tho  expiration 
of  which  they  can  continue  in  the  army,  or  demand  their  discharge 
to  retire  home.  The  officers  rise  gradually  from  the  ranks,  accord- 
incr  to  their  bravery  and  merit,  or  are  named  by -toe  King  from 
the  Ecole  Polvtechmque,  of  Paris,  and  the  Eeole  Mthtaire  de 
Saumur.  No  commissions  are  purchased,  and  all  corporal  pun- 
ishment is  prohibited  by  the  military  code.  Population,  33,540,- 
950  inhabitants  ;  army,  350,000  men  ,  239,000  infantry*  and  61,000 
cavalry  and  artillery.  This  is  the  Peace  establishment ;  the  War- 
is  550,000  men.  Each  infantry  regiment  is  comprised  of  three  or 
four  battalions,  amounting  from  850  to  1850  per  battalion;  e%eh 
cavalry  regiment  from  1200  to  1800  strong  ;  ships  of  war.  347,  of 
various  rates;  revenue  1,075,000.000  francs:  debt,  3,920,000,000 
francs.  France  is  divided  into  86  departments,  363  arrondisse- 
ments,  2,835  GaisboBSj  and  37,234  communes. 

Great  Britain.— Although  it  may  be  classed  among  the  mili- 
tary nations  of  the  north,  it  must  be  considered  more  a  maritime 
power,  the  greatest  in  the  world,  than  a  military  one,  through  its 
particular  geographical  position,  which  gives  it  the  command  of 
lbesea«.  Its  possessions  in  the  different  parts  of  the  globe  present 
a  population  of  142,180,000  inhabitants,  and  an  army  of  802,213 
men,  including  the  troops  belonging  to  the  East  India  Company 
and  other  colonies.  The  British  army  as  well  as  the  navy  is  rais- 
ed by  voluntary  enlistment,  the  law  of  conscription  not  being  es^ 
tablished  as  in  France,  Austria,  &c  The  commissions  in  the  ar- 
my are  purchased  by  the  elite  of  the  aristocracy,  tew  men  ever  fee--- 
«oming  officers,  however  brave,  from  the  ranks,  as  in  this  coun- 
try, fn  the  riavy  the  officers  rise  gradually  irom  the  rank  of  mid- 
shipman, aspirant  devaisseau,  by  merit  or  favor,  the  commissions 
not  beir.:-  pnre!iasaol3,.as  well  as  in  the  Royal  Marine  Coras, 
Artiilerv,  and  Engineers!  Trie  pnr  illation  of  Great  Britain  is  23,- 
400,000  Inhabitant*,  viz.  Ireland,  7,500,000  inhabitants;  and  Scot- 
land^ 2,300 ,000  inhabitants  ;  army,  120,000  men;  navy,  20,000;

Selected  from  the  Eclectic  School  Series. 
CLOTHING  OF  ANIMALS  AND  VEGETABLES. 

1.  Most  of  the  animals,  by  an  admirable  contrivance  of  the 
Creator,are  covered  with  wool,  fur,  hair,  or  feathers  ;  all  among 
the  number  of  substances  which  are  bad  conductors  of  heat,  and 
thus  keep  it  from  escapng.  They  are  clothed  by  the  hand  of 
Providence  exactly  in  conformity  with  their  wants,  and  the  nature 
of  things. 

2.  Their  dress  accommodates  itself  to  the  heat  of  summer  and 
the  cold  of  winter.  It  falls,  and  becomes  thin  in  the  former  peri- 
od, and  grows  thicker  during  the  winter.  The  aquatic  birds  have 
a  species  of  very  warm  down,  which  only  covers  that  part  of 
their  breast  exposed  to  the  water,  which  is  varnished  with  a  bland 
oil,  and  is  at  once  fortified  against  cold  and  humidity. 

3.  Nature  carries  her  foresight  still  further.  The  same  animal 
acquires  a  different  fur  in  different  climates.  The  northern  frosts 
impart  to  the  goat,  rabbit,  cat,  and  sheep,  a  thick  and  furry  vest- 
ment. The  same  animals  are  almost  deprived  of  haii  in  the  burn- 
ing regions  of  Senegal  and  Guinea;  while  in  Syria,  according  to 
the  expression  of  a  naturalist,  th/°v  are  covered  witl*  a  long,  light 
and  silky  vestment,  like  the  rcbe  of  hte  Orientals, 


4;  The  wants  of  all. beings  have  been  calculated  with  sudh  aar 
exactness  of  benevolent  jusride,  that  the1  animals  which  live  in 
valleys,  whefe  they  enjoy  a  iriilder  temperature,  are  more  thinly 
ctad  than  the  animals  of  mountains,  that' wander  in  the  midst  of 
storms  and  snow. 

5.  We  might  trace  the  same  wise  arrangement,  even  in  the 
conformation  of  vegetables.  Their  flower-buds  are  destined  to 
multiply  and  perpetuate  the  species.  They  contain  at  the  same 
time,  the  seed,  the  fruit,  and  the  coming  tree.  Nature,  neglect- 
ing nothing  that  could  tend  to  preserve  so  important:  &  charge^ 
has  fenced  the  bud  wtth  scales,  overlaying  bne  another  like  tiles  ; 
bristled  them  with  hairs  which  defend  them  from  insects,  and  lu- 
bricated them  with  a  light  varnish,  over  which  the  water  glides 
without  leaving  a  trace  of  humidity. 

6.  As  animals  are  more  warmly  clad  by  nature,  in  proportion 
as  their  climates  are  colder,  so,  as  we  approach  the  warmer  coun- 
tries, these  scales  which  envelope  the  germs  diminish  by  degrees, 
and  end  by  disappearing  entirely. 

7.  In  the  torrid  z^ne,  the  light  buds  of  flowers  are  naked,  like 
the  savage  that  dances  around  the  tree  which  bears  them.  Trans- 
fer thie  vegetable  to  our  climates,  and  you  will  see  nature  take 
care  to  clothe  and  defend  it  by  numerous  scales,  This  is  her  pro- 
cess of  acclimation. 

it  Every  ib?ng  in  the  universe  perishes, but  only  to  be  renewed. 
Nature  incessantly  struggles  against  destruction  :  and  her  wise 
and  benevolent  foresight  maintains  the  equilibrium  between  life 
and  death.  What  admirable  precaution  has  she  taken  to  secure 
the  reproduction  of  the  humblest  plant-! 

9.  During  the  close  of  summer,  she  covers  ihe  ears  of  our  maize 
with  husks,  more  or  less  thick,  according  to  the  mildness  or  se- 
verity of  the  winter  that  is  to  follow.  The  naturalist  discovers 
this  provident  care  in  many  of  the  coverings  of  the  fruits  and 
grains. 

10.  The  savage  counts  the  number  and  thickness  of  these  coats, 
and  is  forewarned  for  what  severity  of  winter  he  has  to  prepare; 
aad  unread  in  the  lore  of  our  books,  by  reading  the  beautiful 
book  of  nature,  he  is  enabled  to  regulate  his  labors,  ins  bunting 
and  fishing  in  the  desert. 

11.  I  hope  you  have  seen  that  the  study  of  nature  is  fuJIof  charms. 
In  proportion  as  you  investigate  her  secrets,  the  wisdom  of  Pro- 
vidence is  continually  disclosed,  and  your  views  become  more 
broad  and  delightful,  and  all  dryness  disappears  from  the  pursuit 
of  knowledge,  You  enjoy  such  a  pleasure  as  the  traveller  expe- 
riences, who  has  finally  toiled  to  the  summit  of  a  mountain.  The 
boundless  prospect  opens  before  him,  and  the  heaveqs  surround 
him  on  all  sides. 

During  the  rebellion  in  Scotland,  Earl  Chesterfield  was  m  Ire- 
land, and  one  morning,  when  it  was  reported  that  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholics were  about  to  rise,  a  gentleman  ran  very  abruptly  .into  his 
chamber—"  My  lord,  rny  lord,  we  are  undone,'  says  he, ';  all  Ire- 
land is  expected  to  be  up  immediately."  "  Why,  what  o'clock  is  . 
it?"  say3  the  earl.  "  Ten.  my  lord,"  answered  the  gentleman. — 
"  Then  1  will  get  up  myself,"  says  his  lordship,  '•  for  1  think  every 
man  ought  to  be  up  at  tep  o'clock^"
